ther General Officers, ho ſav'd themſelves by ſwim- 
ing over that River. We took 15 Pieces ot the Ene- 
my's Cannon, with all their Ammunition, Tents, 
and Baggage, and 13 Colours, beſides Count d' Arcos 
Plate, with other Rich Booty, which was diltributed 
among the victorious Soldiers. All the Confederate 
Troops that engag'd, behav'd themſelves with a great 
deal of Bravery and Reſolution, and the Horſe and 
Dragoons ſhar'd the Glory of the Day with the In- 
fantry : Bur the Atrack being begun by a Battalion 
of Engliſh Guards, and the Regiments of Orkney and 
Ingoldsby, they ſufter'd more than any others, It is 
to be Recorded to the Immortal Glory of the Lord 
Mordaunt, only Son to the Earl of Peterborough, that 
of a Detachment of 50 Grenadiers of Engliſh Guards, 
which he led on to the Attack, he efſcap'd unhurt 
with only ten of his Men. The Forces of the Ene- 
my conſiſted of two Battalions of the Elector's Lite- 
Guard, one of Grenadiers, 13 other Bavarian Batal- 
lions, 5 French, 4 Regiments of Cuiraſſiers of 800 
Men each, and 3 Squadrons of Dragoons, making 
in all about 18000 Men, all choice Troops, Com-

Prince Lewis return'd ro the Camp, where he held a 
Council of War with Prince Eugene, and my Lord 
Duke; in which it was agreed, to continue in their 
late Reſolution of Prince Lewis's Beſieging Ingoſſtadt, 
whilſt the other Two ſhould obſerve the Elector of 
Bavaria. The $th the Army under the Duke of 
Marlborough marched from Hogewaert to Janditzell, 
and that of the Emperor, under Prince Lewis, on 
the other {ide the little Town of Potmes or Beemen, 
which was already reduc'd in Aſhes. The gth the

Front, and the Quarter General at Nederſchonevelt, 
where Bridges had already been laid croſs'd the Da- 
nube. The ſame day the Prince of Mirtemberg, with 
the Horſe and Dragoons, and after him — 
Churchill, with the Foot and Artillery, paſſed that 
River onthe Bridge that was at Merxen: 

When Prince Eugene came the 10th, early in the 
Morning to his Army, he found them ready to 
march, to go and poſſeſs themſelves of the Intrench- 
ments of Schellenbergh, whither thoſe that Command- 
ed in his Abſence had already ſent Workmen, to put 
them again in a State of Defence: not judging it con- 
venient to expect the Enemy in the Camp of Munſter 
with an Army that did not exceed i1Booo Men. But 
the Prince caus'd the Tents to be immediately ſer 
up again, contenting himſelf with ſending the Bag- 
gage to Donawert, rightly conjecturing, that the E- 
nemy, who paſs d that day the Danube at Lawingen, 
could not come near his Army that ſame Evening, 
and that it would not be impoſſible for him to main- 
rain the important Poſt of Munſter, till my Lord 
Marlborough had join'd him. In the mean time, to be 
throughly informed of the Motions of the Enemy, he 
ſent out 5 Squadrons towards Hockſtet, which being 
return'd, reported, that the Enemy after having 
paſſed the Danube, had not retaken their ancient 
Camp between Lawingen and Dillengen, but that 
their Right extended as far as Steinheim, and that 


their Left was at Lawingen. Thereupon the Prince 


diſpatch'd an Expreſs to my Lord Duke, to acquaint 
him with it, and to defire him to haſten his march.

The hve Engiiſh Battalions 
led on by Brigadier Row, who charg'd on Foot at the 
head of bis own Regiment, with unparallel'd intre- 
pidity, aſſaulted the Village of Bleinheim, advancing 
to the very Muzzles of the Enemy's Muskets; and 
ſome of the Officers exchanging Thruſts of Swords, 
with the French thro' the Paliſſadoes, But being 
expos'd to a Fire much ſuperior to theirs, they were 
foon forc'd to retire, leaving behind them near one 
third Part of their Men, either kill'd, or mortally 
wounded, and amongſt the latter, Brigadier Row 
himſelf, In this Retreat they were purſued by 13 
Squadrons of the French Gendarmerie and Carabi niers, 
who would have entirely cut them in pieces, had 
not the Heſſian Infantry ſtopt the Carier of the Ene- 
my, by the great Fire they made upon them, The 
French being repuls'd, and forc'd to fly in their turn, 
were chaſed by five Squadrons of Engliſh Horſe, who 
by this time had paſs'd the Rivulet ; but whilſt they

to deſire him to Face the Enemy with ſome Troops 
* on the Right of the Village of Overk/aw, to keep 
© them in Play, and favour the Retreat of the Infan- 
* try that was in Bleinheim, But Marſin repreſented 
© toTallard's Meſſenger, that he had too much Buſi- 
neſs in the Front of his Village; (where he had to 
deal with the Duke of Marlborough in Perſon ) * and 
© the reſt of the Line, to ſpare any Troops, he not 


being Victorious, but only maintaining his Ground. 


In the mean time Lieutenant General Ingo/dsby made 
the Prince of Heſſe, and the Lieutenants General 
Lumley and Hompeſeh ſenſible, how eaſily it would be 
intirely to defeat the Fench Cavalry by charging 
them on their Right-Flank : Which advice being 
ut in Execution with a great deal of Vigour, the 
nemy were preſently diſordered, and pus ro flight, 
| an 
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and their Rout was entire. Part of them endeavour'd A. C. 
to gain the Bridge they had on the Danube, between 1704. 
Bleinbeim and Hochſtet, the other part among whom 
were the Gens d Arms, were cloſely purſued by the 150² French 
Dragoons of Boe hmar, and thoſe who eſcapꝰ being entirely 
kill'd, rhrew themſelves into the Danube, where routed. 
moſt of them were drowned. Thoſe who fled to- 
wards Hochiſtet rallied once more, mak ing a ſhow to 
ſuccour the reſt, but the Regiment of Bothmar faced 
them, and kept them in awe for ſome time, and be- 
ing at length join'd by ſome other Regiments, the : 
Enemy fled full Gallop towards Hochſtet. The 72/4: 3 
Mareſchal de Tallard was invelop'd with the Run. de allar 
aways, and taken near a Mill behind the Village oll 
Sonderen, not far from the Danube by Monſieur de 
Boinenbourg, a Lieutenant-Colonel of the Troops of 
Heſſe, and Aid de Camp to the Prince of Heſſe Caſſe!. 
The Marquis de Montperous, General ot Horſe, de Sep- 
peville, de Silly, and de la Valiere, Majors General; 
Monſieur de 12 Meſſiliere, St. Pon ange, de Ligondais, 
and ſeveral other Officers of Note, were alſo made 


Priſoners in this Rour, 


While theſe things paſs'd at the Village of Blein- 
heim, and in the Center, the Duke of Mar{borcug/ 
cauſed the Village of Overlaw, Mareſchal de Var- 
fin's Quarters, to be attack d by the Brigade of P 
rensdorf, conſiſting of ten Battalions, The Prince 
Holſtein Beck, who commanded them as Major-Ge- 
neral, paſs'd the Rivulet at the Head of two Batta- 
lions, with a great deal of Refolution ; but as rhe 
Imperial Cavalry which was to have ſupported him, 
was above two Musket Shot from him, he was hard- 
ly gone over when ſeven or cight of the Enemy's 
Battalions fell on him with great Fury, before he 
could form his two Regiments; ſo that that of *Goor * See G5. 
was almoſt intirely cut in Pieces, and the Prince Plan, Let. 
himſelf deſperately wounded, and taken Priſoner. ter K. 
Our Men being ſuſtain'd by ſome Daniſh and Hano- 
verian Cavalry charg'd a ſecond Time, which had 
no better Succeſs ; but the third Time the Duke of 
Marlborough having himſelf brought up ſome Squa- 
drons, which were ſu,ported by others of the Body 
of Reſerve, made them advance with ſome Batrali- 
ons beyond the Rivulet; whercupon the Enemy be- 
gan to retire, 4 
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As ſoon as the Duke had perform'd this conſider: 
ble Service, his Grace repaired to the Center, where 
finding the Action decided in our Favour, he caus d 
art of his Victorious Cavalry to halt, to obſerve the 
otion of that part of the Enemy, which by this 
time was drawn up beyond the Moraſs of Hochſter. 
During this halt the Elector of Bavaria was perceiv'd 
making his Retreat from the Village of Lurzingen ; 
upon which orders were diſpatch'd to General Hom- 
leb who with ſeveral Squadrons was purſuing the 
nemy towards Morſelingen, and who had already 
overtaken two of their Battaliohs, and forc'd them 
to lay dowri their Arms: Orders, I ſay, were ſent to 
him to face about, and march to join thoſe that hal 
ted; as well to prevent the Elector's falling upon 
Hompeſch's Rear, as to form a Body in order to charge 
that Prince, who tharch'd in great haſte, hut in pret- 
ty good order with his Squadrons on the Left, and 
his Battalions on the Right. Before General Hompeſch 
rerurn'd from his Chace, the Ri owing of our Army 
was perceiv'd | at ſome diſtarice behind the Elector; 
and. appearing to be part of his Army, marching 
in ſuch a manner as might eaſily have flank'd us, 
had the Duke of Marlborough immediately char. 
ged him, his Grace, with great Prudence, ſent out a 
Party to view them, During this time the Elector 
continued marching off with great Precipitation, 
till he reach'd the Moraſs of Morſelingen. The 
French Horſe being entirely defeated, and our Troops 
Maſters of all the Ground, which was between the 
Enemy's Left, and the Village of Bleinheim, the 
28 Bartalions, and 12 Squadrons of Dragoons which 
were in that Village, found themſelves cut off from 
the reſt of their Army; And deſpairing of being able 
to make their Eſcape, after a weak attempt to re- 
_ our whole Infantry that ſurrounded the Vil- 
age, they capitulated at laſt about $ of the Clock; 
laid down their Arms; deliver'd their Colours and

The Infantry of that Wing ſhare in 
conſiſted only in ſeven Battalions Daniſh, and eleven i; Battle. 


Pruſſian, . and the Cavalry in 92 Squadrons of the 
Troops of the Emperor, the King of Pruſſia, the 
Circle of Suabia and Mirtemberg, and other Princes 
and States of the Empire. The Enemy had in their 
Left-wing thirty Battal ions, and a great many Squa- 
drons of Horſe: And they had poſted fourteen Bat- 
talions in the Village of Overk/aw, which Village my 
Lord Duke of Marlborough had raken upon him to 
cauſe to be attack d by his Infantry. The Horle of 
our Right-Wing were moſt of them poſted over a- 
gainſt Overk/aw ; but the Eighteen Battalions, who 
were to the Right of all, had a great wzy to march 
before they could get up the Hill, and belides the 
Paſſage of the Rivulet being very difficult, the At- 
rack could not begin on that ſide as ſoon as Prince 
Eugene could have wiſh'd; And belides the Troops 
of our Right which poſted themſelves in a Bottom, 
not far from Lutzingen, were oblig'd to remain ex- 
pos'd during three Hours to the Cannonading of the 
Enemy, without being able ro make uſe of their Ar- 
tillery, till at length a Counter Battery was rais'd near 
the Wood. Tho? our Right could not charge, till 
half an Hour after our Left had begun the Attack, 
E they were pretty ſucceſsful at firſt: For our In- 
antry, though much inferior in Number to that of 
the Enemies, maintain'd themlclves againſt them 
with great Firmneſs and Refolution, and our Caval- 
ry broke that of the Enemies firſt Line. But they 
were ſo vigorouſly repuls'd by their ſecond Line, 
that part of em were driven, in great Confuſion, be- 
yond the Rivulet; and our Infantry having no more 
Horſe to ſuſtain them, was oblig'd, notwithiſtand ing 
the great Reſiſtance they made, to retreat three or 
four hundred Paces towards the Wood, with con- 
liderable loſs, eſpecially the two Bartalions which 
were in the Flanks: Inforuch that things were at that 
time, in a very ill Condition on that ide. The In- 


ha- 


French Infantry, ſince ag of them were made Priſon: A. C. 
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having rallied the Horſe brought them up again to the 
Charge, but they were repuls'd a ſecond time. They 
were rallied once more, and for near three Quarters 
of an Hour we ſtood within about 60 Paces of the 
Enemy, neither of the two Parties making any mo 
tion. We made uſe of that time to poſt the Troop; 


advantageouſly, and to put them in order, after 


which wecharg'd the third time. Our Cavalry had 


at firit ſome Advantage over that of the Enemy, but 


were atterw:rds repuls's by them, whereas our In- 
fantry broke, and overthrew that with which they 
had to deal; tho' they could not march up to the 
Enemy. but thro” a molt difficult Ground, where a 
ſmall Number of Troops was ſufficient to ſtop a great 
Number. Hereupon Prince Eugene left his Cavalry, 
ſeeing little likelihood of being able to rally them a- 
gain, and came and put himſelt at the Head of the 
Infantry, who improving the Diſorder into which 
they had put that of the Enemies, purſued them over 
Hills, Dales, Rocks and Woods, and having charged 
tnem again, did entirely rout them, and continued 
the Chace for above an Hour's March, as far as the 
Village of Lutzingen, Here Prince Eugene caus'd his 
Victorious Foot to make a Stand, to give time to his 
Cavalry, which had rallied a great way behind to re- 
join the Infantry. It is very remarkable, that at this 
laſt Charge, when our Infantry defeated, with ſo 
much vigour, that of the Enemy, there remain'd 
by them but two ot our Squadrons, notwithſtand.- 
ing wnich they purſued their Advantage, and gave 
not the Enemy time to recover themſelves. The 
French Horſe. daunted by our fucceſs, retired leiſure. 
I: Ours tollow'd them with the fame Pace, till ha- 
ving join'd our Foot, the whole Wing continued the 
Chace during an hour, as far as the Villages of Mor/e- 
lingen and Teifſenhoven, where the Enemy made a 
ſhow to ſtand their Ground, that they might have 
the time to paſs a great Moraſs, and reach Dillingen 
and Lawm gc, As ſoon as the Action was decided 
on our Left wing, my Lord Mar{borough diſpos' 
himſelf ro march with part of that Wing, towards 
the Village of Overk/aw, to charge the Left of the 
Enemy on their Flank, and to ſuccour our Right, 
but he was inform'd by the way, by one of Prince 


Eugene's Aids de Camp, that there Was no more nen 
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of it; That all was recover'd on his Highnefs's fide, A. C. 
and that the Enemy had abandon'd the Villages ot 1704. 
Overklaw and Lutzingen, after having ſet them on, 
Fire. 

Thus this memorable Battle, which. during near 
hve Hours, was fought w ich dubious Fortuge, ended 
at laſt in a moſt compleat Victory on the fide of 
thoſe, who, before the Engagement, had a viſible Diſ- 
advantage. They * whoſe Proſeſſion, and Duty, it“ Divine, 
is to aſcribe all ſucceſsful Events to the particular 
Influence of Divine Providence, may juſtly be al- 
low'd to rank this Victory among Miracles; but

Hiſtorians, who relating humane Actions, content , .; 
themſelves to trace them ro humane Cauſcs, cannot C idle 
be thought Profane, if they attribute it to the in- 
vincible Courage and Intrepiciry of the Confederate 
Troops, and to the Conduct and Bravery ot their 
Generals: Since thoſe Virtues are a peculiar Gift of 
Heaven. As the whole Action was, in a manner, ma- pr 
naged and directed by the Duke of Mar/borough, ſo er 5: Duke 
the greateſt ſhare of the Glory is certainly due roof Marl- 
him: But then it would be injuſtice not to own, borough, 
that Prince Eugene's Portion in the Honour of that * ! 
Day comes bur little ſhort of the other. It is ac. Eugene. 
knowledg'd' by all, that they both perfornrd the 
Part of conſummate Gencrals: Both giving their 
commands with all the Clearneſs and Compotedneſs 
imaginable; Expoſing their Perſons, wherever 
their Preſence was neceſſiry, with the preateſt Un- 
concernment; and preferving their Temper and Pre- 
ſence of Mind in the moſt preſent Danzers. The 
Duke very narrowly eſcap'd being kil!!l's by a Can- 
non Ball, which graz'd under the Belly of tis Horſe, 
and cover'd him wich Dirt: Tbe Prince was in the 
thickeſt of the Enemy's Fire. tut had aliothe grod 
Fortune to come off unhurt. The other Generals of 
the Confederate Army, diſcharged their re ſpective 
Commands with great Prudence, Activity and Va- 
lour. But among the reſt, the Hereditary Prince of 
Heſſe- Caſſel, and the Prince of Hannover, Generals; 
Lumley, Hompeſch and Bulow, Licutenants General ; 
Weed and Vilters, Majors General ot Horte; the Lord 
Cats, the Lord Orkney and Ingoldiby, Licutenants- 
General; the Prince of Helſtein Beck, Wilkins 
and St. Paul, Majors General; and Row, Ferguſon

Having recorded the de- 
ſerved Praiſes of our own Generals and Soldiers, We 
ought in Hijtorical Juſtice ro give the Enemy their 
due.

undecided. Tis true, the Elector of Bavaria main- 
tain'd his Reputation of a Brave and Experienced 
Commander; nor was he ill ſeconded by Mareſchal 
de Marſin ; but then Mareſchal de Tallard, and the 
Generals of the Enemy's Right. wing, committed in- 
excuſable Faults, both throwing in tuch a vaſt Num- 
ber of their Men into the Village of Bleinheim, 
whereby their Center was extreamly weakened, and 
in ſuffering our Troops to paſs the Rivulet, without 
any conſiderable Oppoſition. As ſor the tame Sub- 
miilion of thoſe 28 Battalions, and 12 Squadrons, 
that were polted in that Village, as it is juſtly * cen- 
ſured by French Men themſelves, ſo it will remain a 
Stain upon that Nation, which the gaining of ten 
Battles will fcarce wipe of, For I am inform'd by 
ſeveral impartial Gentlemen, Wo were among the 
Engliſi and Dutch lufantry that ſurrounded the Vil- 
lage, that if thoſe Troops, which were the beſt in 
France. had been led by reſolute Commanders, they 
might have forced their Paſſage thro', and, at leaſt, 
halt of them have got oft, and made an honourabl? 
Retreat; whereas now. that Infantry, to uſe the Ex- 
preſſion of a French Officer, 1s the Laughing-ſtock 
Natieus.

10 French Battallions on their Right, and overthrew 
into the Danube near 30 Squadrons of Horſe and Dra- 
goons, many of whom were drown'd; that their 
Left. Wing did alſo ſuffer very much, eſpecially the 
Foot; that beſides 95 Officers that were found at 
Hochſtet, Dillingen and Lawingen, the number of the 
Wounded, whom they brought off from Ulm, ex- 
ceeded 7000 Men; if all this, I ſay, be conſidered, it 
muſt be own'a, that thoſe Letters ſpoke within Com- 
paſs. Tho' the French have been induſtrious enough 
in concealing their particular Loſſes, yer it is known 
that the Count de Verue, General of the Horſe, was 
kill'd, Monſieur de Buſen, and the Count de Cleram- 
baut, Lieutenanrs General, drown'd in the Danube; 
that Meſſieurs de B/ainuille and Surlaube, Lieutenants 
General, died of their Wounds; that Monſieur 4: 
Mzrillac, Brigadier, only Son to the Councellor of 
State of that Name, the Duke de Humieres, Brother 
to the Duke of Aumont, the Marquiſſes de Arpajou, 
de Hautefort, and de Beringhen, were either kill'd or 
drown'd; and that the Marquiſs de la Baulme, only 
don to the Mareſchal de Tallard, was mortally woun- 
ed, and died a few days after the Action.

This Victory, tho' as great and compleat in it ſelf 
as any was ever gain d, was ſtill greater in its conſe- 
quences, The Flector ot Bavaria and Mareſchal de 
Marſm, having gather'd the Remains of their Defeat 
behind the Morals of Hochſtet, reſted there ſome hours, 
and that very night caus d their Baggage to paſs the 
Danube, and ſent their Horſe towards Ulm by Gondel- 
fingen.

On the other hand, the French King, whoſe Intereſt 
it was to guard the Spaniſh Coaſts, and Maritime 
Towns, and to awe and confirm the People of Spain

The Dutch in the Rear engag'd the Enemy 
with the greateſt Courage and Animolity, and being 
better provided with Ammunition, continued firing 
ſomewhat later than the reſt, but Night coming 
on, put a Period to the Diſpute on that fide alſo; 
There happen'd an Action in the Center which de- 
{erves a particular mention: The Serzeux, a Ship in 
the French Admiral's Diviſion, Commanded by 5 tay 
ſieur de Champmelin, thrice boarded the Monk, an En- 
zliſþ Ship Commanded by Captain Mid, who, with 
reat Activity and Courage, every time cleared the 
Deck of the Enemy, and made em at laſt bear away. 
Capt. Jumper did alſo eminently ſignalize his Valour 
in this Fight, with his ſingle Ship Engagaing 3 of the 
Enemies. In general, all the Officers and Seamen of 
the Confederate Fleet fought with unparallel'd Intre- 
pidity and Reſolution, and had not the Center been 
ſo weaken'd by the Loſs of the Service of thoſe Ships, 
which thro' want of Ammunition were forc'd to 
leave their Stations, tis highly probable the Confe- 
derates ſhould have obtain'd an unconteſted Victory. 
The French, to give 'em their due, tho? forced in ſeve- 
ral parts of their Line to yield to the ſuperior Met- 
tle and Stoutneſs of the Enzgiiſh, yet rather gain'd than 
loſt Reputation by this Engagement, in which they 
ſhew'd uncommon Courage: And, among the reſt, the 
Baily of Lorrain, who was one of Count Toulouſe's Se- 
conds, diſtinguiſh'd his Fortitude in a particular man- 
ner, encouraging his Men to do their Duty even when 
he had but few * hours to Live. The Battle being en- 
ded with the Day, both Fleets kept their Line at 
ſome diſtance from each other. In the Night the 
Wind ſhifred to the Northward, and in the Morning 
tothe Weſtward, which gave the French the ne

Prince Ragotzi marched towards Buda, and paſſed 
the Danube below that Place, in order to regain the 
Country Count Carol; had loſt, wherein he was pow- 
erfully aſliſted by Count Forgatz, a good Comman:- 
der, who had lately deferred the Emperor's Service, 
and who obliged ſeveral Places of the Lower Hungary 
to declare again for the Malecontents. Thereupon 
Prince R1gorz4 ſummon'd a General Diet of the Mals. 
contents, to meet at Kerſchkemet the 23d of M, 
(N. S.) to provide for the Government of Hungary, 
both in Civil and Military Affairs, which giving no 
ſmall Jealouſy to the Court of Vienna, the Archbiſhop 
of Colocza was ſent to meet that Prince in his Camp, 
and þ nar with him on the Propoſals of Peace offer'd 
by the Emperor; which not being likely to be ac- 
cepted, his Imperial Majeſty difpatch'd Count Si- 
giſmond Lamberg to Comorra, with new Inſtructions, 
and Full Power to make larger Conceſſions. 

The gth of June, being the Anniverſary of the 
Birth of the Emperor, who enter'd into the 6th year 
of his Age, there were great Rejoycings on that Oc- 
caſion, but the ſame were diſturb'd by the Male- 
contents, who adyanc'd within halt League of the 
Lines of Vienna, burning and plundering ſeveral 


Villages. They deſtroy'd all the wild Beaſts kept 


in the Park near Swchee, which the Turks ſpar d 
when they Beſieged Vienna, and amongſt others, they 
kill'd the two extraordinary Leopards "preſented to 
the Emperor by the late Grand Signior, who were 
ſo tame, that they were made ufe of for Hunting, 
inſtead of Dogs. This Excurſion occaſion'd a great 
Coniternation at Vienna, whither the Country Peo- 
ple flock'd in great numbers; but the Garriſon and 
Citizens getring to their Arms, repair'd to the Lines, 
and the Malecontents did not think fit to advance any 
tarther. "They continu'd two Days in the Neigh-

The Malecontents run away in great diſorder, lea- 
ving 3000 Men kilPd on the ſpot, 6 Pieces of Can- 
non, 40 Colours and Standards, and ſeveral Wag- 
gons loaded with Baggage and Ammunition, Count 
Carols marched with ſo much Diligence to ſuccour 
Count Forgatz, that he appeared in ſight of the Impe- 
rialiſts, but ſeeing the Field of Battle cover'd with 
dead Bodies, he marched towards Papa, where Count 
Forgatz rally'd his ſcacter'd Forces, which before the 
Fight were computed 18000 Men. However, the 
Malecontents were not unfortunate every where ; 


for, towards the beginning of une Count Berezinz - 


defeated the imperialiſts, who had 700 Men either 
kill'd or taken, and among the latter General Ritſchau, 
their Commander.

The Commiſſioners of 
the Emperor, with Monſieur Braynincæ, ſet out 
the beginning of October, N. S. for Presburg, where 
they expected ſeveral Days the new Paſports from 
Prince A get in the Form inſiſted on by the Court 
of Vienna. That Prince had ſent Paſports before; 
but having therein raken the Title of Prince of Tran- 
ſilvania, and Chief of the Contederates in Hungary, 
the Imperial Miniſters would not accept the ſame, 
leſt thoſe Titles ſhould be of ill Conſequence. Prince 
Ragetzi made ſome alterations therein, but did not 
entirely comply with the Form ſent from Vienna, 
which was likely ro ſtop the Negociations, had not 
the Envoy of the States prevail'd upon the Imperia- 


liſts to paſs over all Formalities, ſhewing them, by 


ſeveral Inſtances, that they could no ways prejudice 
the Intercſt of their Maſter, and that it Niceties of 
this nature were inſiſted upon, it would have been 
impoſſible to make any Treaties, for theſe many 
Ages between the Crowns of England and France, 
becauſe the Monarchs of Great Britain do not onl 
take the Titles of King of France, but do likewiſe 
quarter the Eſcutcheon of their Arms with Three 
Flowers de-Luce.

His 
Excellency made a Speech ſuitable to the Occaſion, 
and gave a ſhorr Account of the Reaſons and Mo- 
tives which had induced the Queen of Great Britain, 
and the States General, to interpoſe their Mediation 


and Good Offices for reconciling the unhappy Dit- 


ferences that had lately difturb'd Hungary, and defir'd 
that his Highneſs would do, on his part, whatever 
might facilitate the Treaty. That Prince anſwer d, 
in a moſt civil manner, that the Hungarians could ne- 
ver ſufficiently acknowledge the Generoſity of her 
Majeſty, and their High Mightineſſes; that for his 
Part he was ready to uſe his utmoſt Endeayours to 
promote Peace ; that he was empowered to accept 
proviſionally the Mediation of England and Holand : 
only for regulating a formal Suſpenſion of Arms, 
but that it was not in his Power alone to accept it in 
general for a Peace. He ſoſten'd that Declaration as 
much as poſſible, and the Mediator having taken his 
leave was conducted back with the like Ceremonies 
to Schemmitz, where he returned the 21ſt.

The zoth of November, Vice Admiral 
Leake, and Rear- Admiral Vander . having re- 
ceived advice of the Preparations of the Enemy at 
Cadiz, held a Council of War, wherein it was pro- 
roſes whether the Confederate Fleet ſhould remove 
from the place where they Anchored, to the other

ſtrong reaſons for continuing in the ſame ſtation, 
not only becauſe the Fleet lay very conveniently 
for aſliſting the Garriſon in cafe of an Attack, but

were becalm'd. They put their Boats to Sea on 
both ſides to towe the Ships; but the Zngliſh obſer- 
ving that the Men of War ſtretch'd themſelves, and 
endeavour'd to make a half Moon to ſurround them, 
they made a private Signal, which Sir John Leake 
would have underſtood, This ſpoil'd the meaſures 
of the French, who were thereby diſcovered, and put 
up their Colours, and endeavour'd to fall upon the 
Tranſports ; but chey got off by means of their Oars, 
and the Night coming on, they got away by favour 
of a ſmall Breeze from the South Weſt. Ot the four

This Judgment is remitted hither, and remains 
upon Record; this Court hath ſince awarded Execu- 
tion upon that judgment, and fo far this Supream 
Court at length concurs with the Houſe of Peers, in 
this great and fundamental Point. 

This very conſideration reduces the Queſtion to a 
ſingle Point, whother the purſuing that in a Legal 
Courſe, which is thus declared and recogniz'd to be 
the Law, can be a Cauſe to impriſon the Party that 
does ſo; is there any Power in Exgland, beſides that 
of the Queen, Lords and Commons (and that Su- 
pream Power never will) deprive the Subject of his 
Liberty, for the making uſe of his Remedy at Luw, to 
allert and recover what the Law h:s adjudged ro him ? 

In the next place I ſhall otter it as a conhderat ion to 
you, the nature of that Right and Intereſt, which is 
not only affected, but prejudg'd by this Commitment.

Theſe, my Lord, are known and great Truths, and 
the Boſis of our Law and Government, but yet too e.

Is it no injury to the Freemen of England, intituled 
to the benefit of the great Charter of their Liberties, 
to be Voted out of their Inheritances, which Magna 
Charta ſays he ought not to be difleis'd of, but by th:

cal Reſolution of the Lord Chief Juſtice being no 
leſs generally Applauded, than his Integrity, Penc- 


tration and Learning univerſally 1 
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Commons took great Offence at the bringing thoſe A C. 
Writs of Habeas Corpus. But what incens'd them yet 170g. 
more, was the Behaviour of John Paty, and John 
Oviat, two of the Priſoners, who thinking them- 
ſelves wrong'd in their being remanded ro Newgate, 
humbly perition'd rhe Queen for a Writ of Error, in 
order to bring the Judgment of the Court of Queen's 
Bench before her Majeſty in Parliament. The 
Commons were no ſooner inform'd of theſe Petitions, 
than they * made the following Votes.

Theſe Reſolutions were deliver 'd to the Commons 
1 | between At a Conference the 28th of February, and they took 


bo:h Houſes time to conſider of them till the 2th of March, upon 

abou: that which Day, at their deſire, a ſecond Conference was 

after, had. What was deliver'd by the Commons at that 

Conference, conſiſted chiefly of Injurious InveCtives 

and Expoſtulations againſt the Houle of Lords, about 

their Proceedings in this matter. and tedious Recitals 

of Precedents, in no fort applicable to the preſent 

Subject of Debate. But tho it ſeem'd apparent, that 

the deſign of the Commons was either to proyoke 

the Lords to ſuch a Degree. as might neceſſiate them 

ro break oft all manner of Correſpondence, or, by 

engaging Them in new Matters, to draw Things to 

ſuch a length, as might prevent the Bringing theſe 

Account of Debates to any Iflue, during this Seſſion; yet the 

dee Lords immediately deſired a Free Conference, which 

Confer-nee, as had with the Commons the gth of March, and 

March 9. of which their Lordſhipspubliſhed the following Ac: 
count. 
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4 H E Houſe ot Commons made two Objections A. C. 
to the Manner in which the Lords proceeded 1704 
* the firſt Conference: They ſaid, They had Antici- 
* pated all Debates by delivering poſitive Reſolutions, 
* whereas this is the proper and ordinary Me- 
* thad of Proceedings between the two Houles : 
When one Houſe has form'd an Opinion, they Com- 
-* municate it to the other, to the End that if it be 
found reaſonable it may be approved; or if upon 
* Examination it be diſliked, the Cauſes of the Diſ- 
agreement may be ſhewn, in order to Convince 
the other Houſe of their Miſtake. The fecond Ob- 
jection made to the manner of the Lords Proceed- 
ings was, That the Reſolutions were grounded up- 
on the Petitions of Criminals, who had fallen under 
the juſt Diſpleaſure of the Commons, and upon a 
printed Paper not regularly before the Houſe of 
Lords. As to the firſt Part of the Objection, the 
Lords did (as juſt Judges always do) conſider the 
matter of the Petitions, and not the Perſons of the 
: Petitioners. And as to the ſecond Part, the Lords 
ſaid, The printed Paper, mention'd by the Com. 
mons, was the Votes of the Houſe of Commons, of 
the 24th of Feb;uary, Signed by the Speaker, If 
the Commons had diſown'd that Paper, there had 
deen ſome weight in this OvjeQtion, but if they 
think it regular to Print and Publiſh their Votes to 
the People, the Lords will always think it regular 
to take notice, and make uſe of thoſe Papers, as 
they fee occaſion; and ir ſeemed ſtrange for the 
Commons to object to the taking notice of their 
* Votes, when the only Colour they have hitherto 
* pretended tor their firſt Diſpleafure at the five Pri- 
ſoners was, That they did not rake notice of ſome 
Votes of theirs (which they call their Pecliration) 
made during their laſt Seilion: And the printing 
their Votes is the only method they have yet taken, 
* for the Promulgation of the new Laws they take up- 


* on them to make The Lords had no occalion to 
*ſay any thing in defence of their firſt Reſolution, 


* becauſe the Commons did nor think to Avow in 
Words, that they had a Power to create new Privi- 
* leges by their Votes, tho' they have manifeſtly at- 


* zergpted it in Practice, and particularly inthe caſe 
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which the Commons made upon the Houſe ot 
Lords, as ff they had entertain'd Original Cauſes, 
and were Guilty of ſome Encroachment in Hearing 
Appeals from Courts of Equity. The Lords Avow- 
ed their Claim of a ſuriſdiction, in Hearing and 
Determining Appeals from Courts of Equity, and 
© could ſhew a continued Exerciſe of it more Ancient 
than the Determination of Elections in the Houſe of 


Commons. which yet the Lords do not go about to 


call in Queſtion; but they deny their having med- 
dled with any original Cauſes, or that the Caſe par- 
© ricularly mentioned by the Commons, was at all of 
© that Nature. The Lords did not underſtand what the 
* Commons meant, by ſaying, The Lords had foun. 
*ded their ſecond Reſolution upon an Extrajudicial 
Vote. The Judgment in the Caſe of Aſaly and 
* White, was given with great Deliberation, and 
founded upon undeniable Reaſons, and unqueſtion- 
able Authorities: And the Lords condeſcended fo 
« far in that Matter, as to dire& the State of that 
* Caſe, and the Grounds of that Judgment to be drawn 
* up and printed: The ſecond Reiolution of the 
Lords conſiſts of two Aſſertions: Firft, That every 
* Man who apprehends himſelf ro be Injur'd, has a 
* Right to ſeek Redreſs by Action at Law. Secondly, 
That the Proſecuting Actions at the Common- 
Law, againſt any Perſon, not entitled to Privilege 
© of Parliament, is no Breach of Privilege. What 
the Commons objected to the Univerſality of the 
© firſt Part of that Reſolution, as if it would deſtroy 
4] Diſtinctions of Courts, and make a Confuſion of 
$ JuriſdiCtions, did ariſe only upon a plain Miſtake. 
*'The Lords mentioned Actions in general, without 
* confining what they ſaid to Actions at Common- 
Law, or athrming that Actions for all ſorts of Inju- 
* ries, may be brought in any one Court. As to the 
6 Infinuation, that the Lords had no other Aim than 
to extend their own Juriſdiction, by the ſeeming 
* Regard and Tenderneſs they ſhew'd for the Rights 
© and Liberties of.che People; The Anfwer is, The 
only juſt way of Interpreting Men's meaning, is, by 
oblerving what they Act. The Lords have Acted 
* with true Regard to Liberty and Property on this 
* Occaſion, as well as in all others: They have Vo- 

* luntarily 
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ſame time they deſire the Commons not to ga about 


Juntarily own'd themſelves to be reſtrain'd, at the. ©, 


to Create New Privileges: The Lords claim'd no. = 


thing New, and the Commons cinnot with Reafon 
* defire them to give up what the Law and the Con- 
ſtitution have placed in them, the Judicature in the 
* laſt Reſort, The Principal thing inũſted upon by 
"the Houſe of Commons againſt this Refolurion. was, 
That there are Privileged Caſes, as well as Privi- 
* leged Perſons, but they did not think fir to give any 
* Inſtances of ſuch Privileged Cafes, as were any 
* ways applicable to the Matters, in Diſpute, that is, 
that were fo entirely ol the Cogniſance of the Houſe 
of Commons, that the bringing an Action at Com- 
mon Law in thoſe Caſes, was a Contenipt to the 
* Houſe of Commons, and unleſs that could be done 
this Diſtinction of Privileged Caſes from Privi- 
f Jeged Perſons, will have no Weight to juſtify the 
„Commitment of the Five Ailesbury Men: If Men 
* miſtake, and bring Actions in Weſtminſter-Hall, for 
matters cognizable in Parliament, fo that they can 
have no Relief in the Courts below, it does not fol- 
lo from thence, that they ought to be committed 
* for Breach of Privilege on that Account, The 
* Derermining of Elections is admitted to be the Buſi- 
* neſs of the Houſe of Commons, and yet it is certain, 
* that the Proſecuting Actions at Common Law for 
* Falſe or Dauble Returns, was never thought ro be 
a Contempt to the Houſe of Commons, nor was a- 
ny Body Puniſhed or Commitred upon that Account, 
in the Caſes of Sir Samuel Barna diſton and Mr. On- 
* flow. The Freedom of Speech in Parliament is the 
* molt neceſſary, and the moſt acknowledged Privi- 
lege of the Houſe of Commons. And yet when an 
Information was brought in the King's Bench againſt 
Sir Fobn Elliot and others, for Words ſpoken in the 
Houſe of Commons and judgment was given a- 
* gainſt them in that Court; the Commons did not 
*think it ſufficient to condemn that Judgment by 
Votes of their own Houſe, but brought thoſe Votes 
* up to the Lords, and deſired their Concurrence, 
* which was given; and immediately thereupon a 
Writ of Error was brought in Parliament, and 


the Judgment regularly Reverſed there: And it can- 
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not be denied, that upon this Occaſion the moſt va- 
*luable Privilege of the Houſe of Commons was 
* brought under the Judgment of the Lords, as well 
in their Judicial, as in their Legiſlative Capacity. 
The Caſe of Richard Strode, and the Act of Parlia- 
ment which paſſed upon that Account, in the 
* Fourth Year of King Henry the Eighth, was that 
* which was principally inſiſted on by the Houſe of 
Commons, in the Caſe of Sir John Eliot, for juſti- 
*fying their undoubted Privilege of Freedom ot 
Speech, and ſhewing the Injuſtice of what was done 
in that Caſe by the Court of Ning Bench. The 
* Caſe of Srrode might be uſed by the Lords, as 
another Inſtance to ſhew; That this Diſtinction 
* of privileged Caſes will not ſerve the Pur- 
* poſe of the Houſe of Commons, to juſtify the 
* Commitments of the Ailesbury Men. He was Pro- 
* ſecured in the Stannary-Courts for Words ſpoken, 
* and Bills offer'd in the Houſe of Commons, in or- 
der to be paſſed into Laws, and upon that Account 
* was Impriſoned and Condemned to pay conflidera- 
© ble Sums, and Petitioned the Houſe of Commons 
to be relieved in that Matter: The Houſe of Com- 
* mons did nut then pretend to put a ſtop to thoſe 
© Suits. or to commit the Perſons concern'd in them, 
but thought the only Remedy againſt thoſe Proſe- 
, Cutions, and others of like ſort, was to prepare a 
© Bill in order to be piſſed into a Law, for making 
Void the Judgments againſt Serode; and took that 
© occaſion by the ſame Bill to declare the Law in 
general, and to give an Act on to all Perſons who 
* ſhould be afterwards Vexcd or Moleſted for the 
like Cauſes, in which they ſhould recover Treble 
* Damages and Coſts of Suir. There is no Caſe, that 
can more properly be called a Privileged Caſe, 
* with reſpect to the Houſe of Peers, than the deter- 
mining of Pcerage, and yet if that Matter comes to 
© be Incidently a Point, in any Caſe depending in the

*Right to Privilege or not. Suppoſe the Serjeant 
* of the Houſe of Commons ſhould kill, or be kill'd, 
* in the Execution of a Warrant of that Houſe, upon 
an Indictment for Murder, the Court mult neceſſa- 
* rily Judge of the Legality of the Warrant. The 
Commons ſuppoſed Cafes of Affronts to the Perſon 
* of the Speaker, or of reproachtul Words ſpoken of 
the whole Houſe of Commons, as "Inſtances of 
* what they called privileged Caſes. There is no 
* doubt, but eirher of theſe Caſes would be con- 
* rempts, and ſuch as might be puniſhed by the 
* Houſe, but moſt certainly, theſe were alſo ſuch Of- 
* fences as might be proſecuted in MWe(tminſter- Hall; 
* And if the Attorney-General ſhould bring Informa- 
* tions upon them, it could never be pretended, that 
he would be Guilty of a Breach of Privilege of the 
* Houſe of Commons. It was urged, that in Pri- 
* vileged Caſes, the Votes of the Houſe of Com- 
*mons were like Prohibitions to Eccleſiaſtical- 
* Courts, and that when Prohibitions were ſerved 
* upon the Judges in the Admiralty, or Eccleſiaſtical- 
Courts, it was a Contempt for them to proceed 
* farther. The Anſwer to this is, that Prohibitions 
*to the Eccleſiaſtical and . were 
founded upon a particular Reaſon: The Proceedings 
in thoſe Courts are according to the civil or canon 
* Law, and therefore it was neceſſary to preſerve the 
Conſtiiution, and reſtrain thoſe Courts from ma-

* the Right of the Member to fit in the Houſe : Bur 
that Determination would not bind the Right of 
© any Elector, for he was no Party to that diſpute of 
the Election, he was not heard for himſelf, nor was 
his Cauſe in Agitation before the Houſe ; and the 
Action brought by the Elector, has no manner of 
relation to the fitting of the Member, but is only 
for Recovery of Damages upon account of the par- 
* ticular Injury done him by the Officer at the Ele&i- 
* on, Suppole there was a Conteſt about two Per- 
* ſons, which was Mayor of a Town, the Court 
* where that Cauſe was tried in order ta a Determi- 
nation of the Right, mult, perhaps, Examine into 
the Rights of thoſe who vored ; but would it be 
* pretended, that the Electors would be bound by 
* the Opinion of the Court in that Caſe, and thar 
* they could not bring their Actions to recover Da- 
mages againſt the Otficer who wilfully refuſed 
their Votes, however, the Queſtion was decided as 
*tothe Mayor ? So that it was begging the Queſtion 
* to pretend, that becauſe the Houſe of Commons can

There is no weight in the 
Objection, That if theſe Suits were allowed, the 
+ Officers who are obliged to take the Poll, would be 
* expoſed to multiplicity of Actions. The Law is 
ſo in all Caſes of Elections of Officers: He, who 
eis to take the Poll, is bound to do his Duty at his 
* Peril; If he acts with an honeſt Intention, tho? he 
* ſhould be guilty of a Miſtake, he is in no Danger, 
for no Jury ought to find him Guilty: But if an Of. 
* ficer wilfu y and maliciouſly refuſes to admit thofe 
* who have Right to give their Votes, every one of 
them may ſue him in any proper Court as they ſee 
* Cauſe, and the more he wrongs, the more he ought 
*to ſuffer. And which would be the greater Mil- 
chief, That the Officer, who does Injuſtice 2 
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ty to reject as many rightful Votes as he thinks hr, 
* without being liable to make any Reparation, and 
* which is the part a Houſe of Commons ought to 
take? The Lords obſerv'd, that the natural Order 
of things ſeem'd to be quite inverted in this Dil: 
pute; the Houſe of Commons were taking part a. 
* gainſt the Freedom of Law, againſt the Liberty of 
* Men's Perſons, and againſt the Right of their Ele- 
* tors. As to the ſeveral Precedents inſiſted upon, 
they conclude nothing to the preſent Queſtion, e- 
very one of them relating to the Right the Houle 
* of Commons claims of determining the EleCtions 
* or Returns of their Members, which they are in the 
quiet Poſſeſſion of; and the general Expreſſions 
which are found in the Relation of thoſe Prece. 
* dents, can be underſtood only with reſpect to the 
Subject Matter of thoſe Caſes. 

*'T he Lords never diſputed the Commons Power 
*of Committing for Breach of Privilege, as well 
* Perſons who are not of the Houſe of Commons, a; 
thoſe who are: The Queſtion is only, Whether a 
Matter that has no Relation to the Sitting of any 
* Member in Parliament, may be made a Breach ot 
Privilege, by being call'd ſoin a Vote, or having that 

Name given to it in a Warrant of Commitment 
That is, in other words, Whether they have Power 
to create to themſelves New Privileges by their 
Votes; for they will never be able to prove an 
* uſage of Commiting Men for reſorting to Law in 
* ſuch caſes, and it will be hard for them ro convince 
* thoſe whom they repreſent, that this Arbitrary 
* oppreiling poor Men, is, or can be underſtood to be 
*only an interpoling to preſerve the Rights and Li- 
* berries of the People of England. 

»The Commons did not deny the Lords fourth 
* Reſolution, otherwiſe than by ſaying, That th. 
* Application was to be made to the 8 Place, 
* and that where the Commitment is by the Houſc 


of Commons, there is no place to apply to for Li- 
* berty bur that Houſe: The Lords thought this to 
be a Poſition very fatal to Liberty, for it places 
* an Arbitrary and Abſolute Power ot Commitment 
in the Houſe of Commons. Tyranny may be in 
many, as well as in a ſingle Perſon: The They 
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Tyrants of Athen: carry that Name with as heavy 
« an Imputation as any ſingle Perſon. The Lords 
«never ſaid, That every Priſoner who brings his Ha- 
« beas Corpus ought to be diſcharged, or that there are 
not Caſes excepted out of the Habeas Corpus Act; 
« what they inſiſt upon is, That a Priſoner brought 
before a proper Court by Habeas Corpus, where it 
does appear that the Matter he ſtands committed 
« for is no Crime in Law, ought to be diſcharged by 
«© wharſoever Authority he was committed, or by 
« whatſoever Name the Fact is called in that Com- 
mitment. Several Precedents were mentioned by 
the Commons. Firſt, The Caſe of one Fones ; bur 
it did not appear who he was, nor what his Caſe 
« was, nor who would have taken him from the Com- 
« mons, and therefore there can be no pretence to 
«draw any Interence from ſuch a Precedent. The 
Lords wondred to find any Weight laid on the 
Votes paſſed in the Year 1675. It is well known 
the Kingdom was, at that time, generally grown 
« weary of that Parliament, which had been continued 
© above Thirteen Years, and there was a great 
Number in both Houſes, who watched for any Ad- 
vantage to make their longer continuance Impracti- 
cable. And there hapning a Queſtion at that time. 
* whether there might be a proceeding in Appeals 
before the Houſe of Lords, in caſes where Members 
of the Houſe of Commons were Parties; this was 
© ſo managed, that in about a Month's time, Matters 
were grown to ſuch a height between the two 
« Houſes, that all Correſpondence was, in a manner, 
© broken off between them; and they proceeded to 
© make ſuch Votes, and to do ſuch Acts from day to 
day on either fide, as they thought would moſt 
*provoke. The Commons cited ſome of theſe Vores 
«* which were paſſed in their Houſe towards the height 
of the Conteſt, and the Lords might as well have 
cited other Votes of the Houſe of Lords, in Con- 
© tradition ro them which were altogether as high

* be inferr'd, That the Electors put into the Power 
of their Repreſentatives their ſeveral Rights of E- 
*leCtion, to be finally Diſpoſed ot at their Pleaſure. 
* It was an Intereſt veſted in them by Laws before 
the Election, and which the Law will preſerve to 
them, to be exerciſed again in the like manner, 
when your Majeſty ſhall be pleaſed to Call ano- 
ther Parliament. It was not poſſible for the Elect- 
* ors to ſuſpect, that ſuch a Pretence would ever be 
ſet up by their Repreſentatives, when in the Courſc- 
* of ſo many Ages, the Houle of Commons had ne- 
ver taken upon them to Fry or Determine the 
Right of any particular Elector, unleſs Incidently, 
and only in order to Decide a Queſtion of the Ti- 
*tle of ſome Member of their own Houle to fit a- 
* mongſt them. The Right of Election is a Legal 
* Intereſt incident to the Freehold, or Founded upon 
* Cuſtom, or the Letters-Patents of Your Majeſties 
Royal Anceltors, or upon particular Ads of Par-

and of all others, the Houſe w 4 Lords ought to be

gut however it might ſeem the Intereſt of the Lords

never was thought a Breach of the Privileges of Par- 
liament, to proſecute an Action againſt any Man,

© and therefore, ſince the late Conſtables of Aylesbur; 
© had no title to Privilege of Parliament, at the time 
© when thoſe Actions were Commenced or Proſo. 
© cuted, we cannot imagine upon what Foundation, 
© the purſuing theſe Actions can be Voted a Breach of 
Privilege by the Houſe of Commons. 
It ſeems very neceſſary it ſhould be known upon 
* what Rule this Pretence is grounded, That the Peo- 
ple of England may be ar a certainty, and ſee ſome 
Limits ſet to the Clainis of Privilege. To ſerve the 
turn it has been ſaid, There are Privileged Caſes 
© as well as Priveleged Perſons, but no Inſtance has

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© Breach of Privilege of Parliament, nor were the A. C. 
* Perſons concern'd in them Impriſoned or Cenſured, 1 5-4, 
though there was a much greater Colour for ſuch a yy 


* pretence in thoſe Cafes; becauſe the Queſtion there 
directly concern'd the Right of Sitting in Parlia- 
* ment, and conſequently thoſe would have been in- 
* deed Privileged. it any ſuch Diſtinction had been 
* once thought of in thoſe Days: Whereus in the 
Actions brought by theſe Five Men, neicher the 
© Plaintiffs nor Deferidants, were Members of Parlia- 
ment, nor did the Actions relate, in any manner, to 
* the Right of Sitting there. 

* The Opinion of the Houſe of Commons, at that 
time, was very different from what it is now. 

When the Judgment of the Kzng's- Bench, (Where 
Sir Matthew Hale ſat then Chiet Juſtice) which paſſed 
in favour of Sir Samuel Barnardiſton, that the Action 
* was maintainable, was Reverſed in the Exchequer 
* Chamber, the Houſe of Commons was fo far from 
© thinking it for their Advantage, to have their Mem- 
bers deprived of the Benefit of the Common Law. 
That in the Year 1679. a Committee was appoint- 
*ed to enquire touching the Reverſing that Judg- 
© ment, and by whoſe Procurement and Sollicitation, 
© and by what Ways and Means the ſame was Re- 
© verſed, and the Names of the particular Judges that 
were concerned: And when afterwards that Judg- 
© ment in the Exchequer Chamber was Affirmed in 
Parliament, the Houſe of Commons never thought 
© themſelves ſecure againſt the Corruptions of the 
« Officers, who were to take the Poll, and make Re- 
© turn at Elections, till they had got an Act in the 
Seventh and Eighth Year of the late King, which 
© pave a Remedy in M:/?minſter-Hall tor Falſe and 
Double Returns; fo little contented were they in 
© their own Caſes with the Juriſdiction of the Houſe 
«of Commons, and the Remedy to be had there, 
© which now they fo fiercely contend, their Electors 
© {ould entirely Acquicite in: And we cannot but 
think it maniteſt Partiality in thoſe Gentlemen, to 
go about by ſuch. violent Means, to deprive their 
Electors of Recovering Damages, when they are 
. wrong'd in being deprived of giving Votes, ſince 
they thought it neceſſary for themſelves to have that 
STE Q 3 "a 
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Advantage, when they are injured in their own E- 
* leEtions, 

* The Suffzrings of theſe Unfortunate Men have 
not ended here, and the Rights of the Free born 
Subjects of England, have received a further and 


_ © nolefs dangerous Wound in their Perſons. "Theſe 


five Men having endured a long and chargeable 
Impriſonment, and defpairing of their Liberty any 
other way, were adviſed to Sue out Writs of Habe. 
* as Corpus returnable in your Majeſties Court of 


© Quecr's-Perich, hoping to obtain their Diſcharge by 


* the help of that Court, where the Judgment ought 
*to be given according to the Laws of the Land, 
without regard to any Votes or Declarations, or 
© Commands to the contrary : But this Endeavour 
proved unſucceſstul, and they were remanded to 
* Newgate by three of the Judges of that Court, con- 
© trary to the Opinion of the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Holt. We ſhall not preſume to offer any Opinion 
to Your Majeſty, upon Occaſion of this judgment, 
* at preſbut, becauſe it is not regularly brought before 
© this Houſe; and we only mention it, becauſe the 
© Houſe of Commons took ſuch Offence at the 


bringing theſe Writs of Hebeas Corpus, That on 


the 24th of February laſt, they Vored, That whoever 
* had Atetted, Promoted, Countenanced or Aſſiſted the 
© Preſecution of thoſe Writs, were Diſturbers of the Peace 
© of the Kingdom, and had endeavoured, as far as in them 
ay, to Overthrow the Rights and Privileges of the Com- 
* mon5m Parliament. "This is a very heavy Charge; 
and ik it be fo Criminal a thing for a Priſoner to 
© pray a Habeas Corpus, it does not only affect thoſe 
© who are at preſent concerned, but ought to touch 
© every Commoner of Exgland, in the moſt ſenſible 
* manner. Liberty of Perſon is of all Rights the 
© mot Valuable. and of which. above all other things, 
© the Law of Eng/and is molt Tender, and has Guard- 
ed with the greateſt care, having provided Writs 
© of ſoveral kinds, for the Relict of Men reſtrained 
© of their Liberty upon any pretence, or by any 
© Power whatſoever ; that ſo in every Caſe they may 
have ſome place to Reſort to, where an Account 
may be taken of the rzaſon and manner of the Im- 
* prifonment, and the Subject may find a proper Re- 


lief according to his Caſe. No Crime Te” © * 
ocs 
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does put an Engliſhman into ſo miſerable a Condi- 
tion, That he may not endeavur, in the Methods 
* of Law, to ob: ain his Liberty; That he may not, 
* by his Friends and Agents, Sue out a Habeas Corpus, 
* and have the Ailiftance of Sollicitors and Counſel, 
to Plead his Cauſe before the Court where he is to 
be brought. The Court is bound, by the Law, to 
* Aſſign him Council, if there be Occaſion, and to 
* give Judgment upon his Caſe, as it ſtands now up- 
* on the Return of the Habeas Corpus, and to Re- 
mand, Diſcharge or B ul the Priſoner, as the Caule 
*of his Commitment appears there ſufficient or in- 
ſufficient in Law; and if what is Alledged as the 
' Cauſe of Impriſonment appears to be no Crime in 
* Law, it is not the Authority of thoſe who made the 
Commitment, can excuſe that Court for Remand- 
ing the Priſoner, This is the Law of England : 
But according to theſe Reſolutrons of the Houle 
* of Commons, if a Man has the Unhappineſs, (tho' 
through Ignorance or Miſtake) to do an Act 
* which ſhall be Voted a Breach of Privilege, he be- 
* comes in a worſe Condition than any Felon or 
* Traytor ; his Conſinement makes it impoſſible for 
*him in Priſon to Sollicit and Procure a Habeas Cor- 
* pus, and if any have Charity enough to Aſſiſt him, 
*or to plead for him, in order to ſhew to the Court 
the Inſufficiency of the Commitment in matter of 
Law, they become liable to loſe their own Liberty, 
and are involved in the ſame Guilt ot Breach of Pri- 
'vilege : So let the Impriſanment be upon the moſt 
trifling Occaſion imaginable, it it be by Order of 
the Houſe of Commons, every Commoner muſt 
ſubmit to it without Redreſs; no Friends can help 
them, no other Authority can deliver them, till 
* Your Majeſty ſhall put an End to that Seſſion. The 
Lords nave as juſt a Concern, as the Houſe of 
Commons can have, to maintain the Authority, 
and keep up the Awe of Parliamentary Commit- 
ments; And they will always do it, as far as Juſtice, 
and the Uſage of Parliameuts will allow. There 
have been Caſes, particularly that of the Earl of 
' Shaftsbury, where Perſons Committed by the Houſe 
* of Lords, even Members of that Houſe, have Sued 
out Writs of Habeas Corpus, and upon the Returns 
of thoſe Writs, have been brought before the Court 
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of King's Bench, and their Counſel have been heard 


on their behalf: And vet no Cenſure ever paſſed 


* upon them for theſe endeavours to obtain their Li- 
* berty, or upon their Agents, Sollicitors or Counlel, 
The Houſe of Commons formerly acted with more 
* Reſerve upon ſo nice an occaſion, as the Liberty of 
the Subject: For in the Year 1680. when a Writ of 
© Habeas Corpus was ſerved upon the Serjeant at Arms. 
© attending the Houſe of Commons, in behalf of 
Mr. Sheridon, who ſtood Committed by Order ot 
that Houſe, after the Houſe was made acquainted, 
That ſuch a Writ was ſerved upon their Officer, 
* and had entred into very long Debates upon the 
matter, they did not think fit to Interpoſe, nor to 
* paſs any Cenſures upon the Perſons concerned in 
* procuring the Writ, or in Appearing in behalt of 
the Priſoner ; but left the Serjeant at Arms at liber- 
*ty to obey the Command of the Habeas Corpus; 
* which he did accordingly, by carrying his Priſoner 
before the Judge, where the Habeas Corpus was re- 
* turnable. The Houſe of Commons have, in former 
* Ages, ſhewn a great and ſteady Concern for the 
Freedom of the Perſons of their Fellow. Subjects: 
* And upon their Petitions, many Excellent Laws 
have been made, to protect Liberty againſt all un- 
' lawful Reſtraints by any Authority, even that of 
the Crown: But now it is inſiſted, that their own 
* Impriſonments are out of the Reach of thoſe Laws, 
*and their Legality not to be examined. In the 
Third Year of the Reign of Your Royal Grandta- 
* ther, the Houſe of Commons made a Noble Stand 
* tor the Engliſh Liberties, and ſhew'd, by undenia- 
ble Evidence, That the Cauſes of the Impriſonment 
* mult be Exprefied in all Caſes, that fo it might ap- 
© pear, upon the Return of the Habeas Corpus, whe- 
ther they were ſufficient in point of Law. It could 
not then have been imagined, That the Succeſſors 
got thoſe Men would ever have pretended to an Ar- 
+ bitrary and Unlimited Power of Depriving their 
Fellow Subjects of their Liberties, or to Vote it to 
be Criminal, fo much as to enquire into the Validi- 
« ty of their Commitments, "There is another occaſi- 
on of Ottence, which the Houſe of Commons have 
« taken againſt h Paty and Fohn Oviat, Two of 
« theſe Priſoners, who thinking themſelves wrong'd

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ia their being Remanded to Nemgate, by the Opini- A. C. 


* on of the major number of the Judges of the Court 
* of Queen's-Bench, humbly Petitioned Your Majeſty 
* for a Writ of Error, in order to bring this Judgment 
before your Majeſty in Parliament: And it is cer- 
* tain the Subject is never Concluded by any Judg- 
ment, till he comes to the laſt Reſort fixed by Law 
*in thar Caſe. The Houſe of Commons being in- 
* formed of theſe Petitions, came to a Reſolution,

Properties, and the removing of Grievances and 
Oppreſſions. But this is the firſt time a Houſe of 
© Commons have made ule of their having given the 
people's Money, as an Argument why the Prince

But as ſtrange and unjuſtifiable as this appears, 
* we beg leave to take Notice of another thing yet

* oainſt the known Uſage of Parltaments} that we 
could make no Alterations in any parts of a Money- 
* Bill, tho it have no Relation to the Money: And 
* upon that Foot, when they have had a mind tv 
get any thing paſſed into a Law, of the Reaſonable- 
* neſs of which they have deſpaired to convince the 
* Lords, they have tack'd it ro a Money-Bill, in or- 
der to put the Crown, and the Lords under that un- 
happy Neceility, either to agree to a Law they 
* might think prejudicial ro the Publick, or to lofe 
the Money, which, perhaps, at that time, was abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to the ſaving the Kingdom. By 
* this Method they aſſume to themſelves the whole 
Legiſlative Authority, taking in Effect the Negative

good of the Kingdom: For this Reaſon the Lords 
© had, ina very ſolemn Manner, refolved never to 
ſuffer ſuch Impoſitions, for the future, let the Im- 
s eee of the Bill be never fo great. This Relo- 
* Jution was well known, and yet in this preſent 
Seſſion (us appears by the printed Votes of the 28th 
* of November luſt) a great Number of the Gentlemen 
* of the Houſe of Commons, to the manife!t Danger 
* of diſappointing the Supplics of the Year, which 
* muſt have been the Ruin of the whole Confederay, 
*and delivering up of Europe into the Hands ot 
* France, made an Attempt to I ack to the Land Tax 
a Bill which bad been rejected in two precedent Sei- 
* fions of Parliament. Thus the Houſe of Com- 
* mons have formerly ſet on Foot fcveral Attempts, 
* againſt that Share in the Legiſlature which is pla- 
*ced in the Lords: But this is the firſt Time they 
* have publiſhed their Deſire, to be let into the ju-

Whatever they would infinuare upon this Oc-

* dily, is ſo well known by Experience to molt parts

© nations. It is not ſtrange the free Conference end. 
© ed withour Succeſs, when the Commons came to 
© it with ſuch a "Temper, as appears by the Votes of 
© the 8th of March, made after they themſelves had 
* conſented to the free Conference: If thoſe Vote; 
had been publiſhed ſoon enough, it would have 
fully convinced the Lords, how vain a thing it was 
to confer with them further upon the Matters in 
© debate at the former Conferences ; for not content, 
with what they had done before, upon Informa- 
tion that their Serjeant had been ſerved with two 
© Writs of Habeas Corpus returnable before the Lord. 
© Keeper, in behalf of Mr. Montague and Mr. Denton, 
© two of the Gentlemen who had been of Council 
© with the five Priſoners, they came to a Reſolution, 
That no Commoner committed by them for Breach 
© of Privilege, or Contempt of the Houſe, ought to 
be by Habea Corpus, made to appear before any 
© other Judicature, and required their Serjeant to 
make no Return, or yield any Obedience to thoſe 
* Writs; and that for ſuch Refuſal he had the Protec- 
tion of the Houſe of Commons. 

* It has been always held the undoubted Preroga- 
© tive of the Crown, to have an Account ot the rea- 
* ſon why any Subject is deprived of Liberty, and it 
© has ever been allowed, that by the known com- 
* mon Law, it is the Right of every Subject under 
© reſtraint, upon demand to have his Writ of Habea: 
Corpus, and thereupon to be brought betore ſome 
: prope Court, where it may be Examined whether 
© he be detained for a lawful Cauſe And the Statutes 
made in the Reign of Your Royal Grandfather, and 
© Your Royal Uncle, have Enacted, That in all Ca- 
* ſes, Writs of Habeas Corpus be granted, and obeyed 
by the reſpective Officers upon great Penalties. 
But theſe Votes import a direct Repeal of thoſe 
Laws, as to all Perſons committed by the Houſe 0! 


Commons. It is no longer worth diſputing, W - 
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* ther a Perſon committed by them, tho' for a Fact A. C. 


* which appears to be both Lawful and Neceſſary, 
may be delivered by any Court; for by chis new 
Law he ſhall never be brought thither, and the 
* Serjeant is not only Warranted, but commanded 
* openly ro contemn Your Majeſty's Royal Writs of 
* Habeas Corpus, brought upon the Act of the One 
and thirtieth of King Charles the Second, which is 
an lnvaſion of Your Prerogative, never before heard 
* of in England, Your Majeſty does not Cliim an

* obeying a known Law. The Habeas Co pus Act, 
in times of eminent and viſible Danger «+, in the 
late Reign, ſuſpended by Acts of Parliament, tor ſome 
ſhort time, and yer {ſo ſacred was the Law held) 
that thoſe Acts paſſed with great Reluctancy and 
* one of the Arguments that prevailed moſt for a- 
* greeing to that Temporary Suſpenſion was, That it 
would be an unanſwerable Evidence to all future 
* times, that this Act could never be ſuſpended after- 
* wards by any leſs Authority than that of the whole 
* Legiſlature : But we live to ſee a Houſe of Com- 
* mons take upon them to ſuſpend this Law by a 
Vote. They ordered, That the Lord Keeper of 
Hour Great Seal ſhould be acquainted with their 
* Reſolutions, to the end the Writs of Habeas Corpus

be new, and ſuch. if he were Executed, as might 
occaſion the like Uſage of ſuch as adhered to the 
Parliament from his Majeſty's Party; ne was reprie- 
ved, and continued in Newgate ſeveral Years after, 
without any ſurther hearing. After this, he became 
in ſome fort of Favour — Cromwell; but they that 
ſaid he was his Fidler, did it only by way of Ridi- 
cule, for having, perhaps, once or twice plaid be- 
elf fore him.

Sometime after the Popiſh Plot, that broke 
out in 1678. when the Tories began to gain Ground 
over the MWhzzs, as the Nation was then unhappily 
diſtinguiſhed, he in his Obſervators became a migh- 
ty ſtickler for the former, and deſcended to every 
mean and trifling Story to expoſe the latter. He 
ferv'd for Hun a8 a Member in the Parliament, 
calſ'd by King James 1685. but things taking a quite 
diiterent Turn in that Prince's Reign in Point dt 
Liberty of Conſcience, than moſt People expected, 
his Obſervators were diſuſed, as not at all ſuiting with 
the Times : However, Sir Roger {till continued Li- 
cenſer of the Preſs till Ring Miliam's Acceilion to 
the Throne in 1689. in whoſe Reign he met with 
ſome Trouble, upon account of his being ſuppos'd a 
diſaflocted Perſon : However, he went to his Grave 
in Peace, though he had, in a manner, ſurviv'd 
thoſe Intcileftuals, which for many Years he lived 
to enjoy to an uncommon Perfection, as appears by 
the * many things he wrote and tranſlated, of 
which I ſhall not here give a Catalogue. He was 
certainly a very great Maſter of the Engliſh Tongue; 
how far he was fo in others, I ſhall not offer to 
determine. 

Towards the end of this Vear, Colonel Silus or 
Silius Titus departcd this Life. He was deſcendcd 
from a Family call'd Tito in Tah. He became a 
Commoner ot Chriſt Church. Oxon. in Lent, 1637. 
and continued there three Years, from whence he 
removed into one of the Inns of Court.

manded by Corner Foxce. and for his Celerity they 
gave him 504, to buy himſelf a Horſe, He was 
foon after taken into Favour by Cremwel, and that 
P.r'y, who wouid hive engag'd him co perſuade the 
King to co: ſent ro the four Propoſitions ſent him by 
the Parliament. Afterthe Beheading of King Charles, 
he follew'd the Fortune of Charles the Second, acted 
as Groom of the Bed Chamber to that Prince, and a 
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were the only Engliſh Men that follow'd him into 
Scotland. But Sir Edward Walker, was certainly 
there alſo: He was likewiſe at the Battle of Morceſter 
with King Charles the Second in 1651. and after 
the Defeat of the Royal Army, made his Eſcape. 
Sometime after Cromwell aſſuming the Prore&orſhip, 
he wrote à very ſhrewd Pamphlet againſt him, en- 
tituled, Kz/ling no Murder, under the borrow'd Name 
of Allen, wherein he would have perſwaded him, 
for what he had done to the Natiqn, by way of Re- 
compenſe, to make away with himſelf, or prov'd it 
lawful, for any Body elſe ro Kill him. After the Re- 

oration of King Charles the Second in 1660. he was 
in much Favour with that Prince, and made Groom 


of the Bed Chamber, and by a Warrant dated June 


the 1ſt, 1665. had an Augmentation of Arms gratis, 
»iz. in a Field; Or upon a Chief imbatPd Gules, a 
Lion of England. He was choſen Burgeſs for Leſtwi- 
thiel, in the Parliament of May 1661, but was no 
Penſioner, as ſome others of that time were. When 
the Popiſh Plot broke out, he became 2 Zealous 
Stickler againſt the Favourers of thar Deſign and 
Intereſt, quitted his Groom of the Bed Chamber's 
Place, and being choſen Knight of the Shire, for the 
County of Huntingdon, in the Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, October 21ſt 1680. he made ſeveral ſmart 
Speeches for the Bill of Excluſion. However, he 
grew in Favour with King James, being in November 
1687. introduc'd to that Prince by Mr. Milliam Pen, 
with whom he join'd Intereſt for taking away the 
Penal Laws and Teſt, Sc. It was reported alſo, that 
he had finiſhed a Book to ſhew the Uſe and Advan- 
tage of it. He was in Zune 1688. ſworn of the Privy 
Council to King James, together with Chriſtopher 
Vane, Eſq; and Sir John Trevor, Maſter of the Rolls. 
After the Revolution he ſerv'd Burgeſs for the Town 
ot Ludlow in Shropſhire, in one or two Parliaments. 
He lived retiredly the latter part of his time, under 
the Preſſutes of an Advanc'd Age, which, at length, 
brought him to his Grave. He was buried at Buß, 
in Hersfordſhire, the Place of his Nativity,

SIR, 
4 HE Army marched the 12th from Dillingen and 
* Lawingen to go and Encamp at Blenheim,

Silly, to caſt on us the Faults of that unfortunate 
up; which, out of Diſcretion, we will impute to 
no body. x 

The Mareſchal de Tallard did not ſee the two fir 
Charges we made, not being return d to us till after 
* thoſe two Actions. He was gone to the left of Ma- 
* reſchal de Marcin's Army, and he might have ſeen, 
*at his return, that the Enemy had but too much 
time to form before us, four Lines, one upon the 
* other, which batHed our Efforts, and diſappointed 
our good Intentions, We overthrew, indeed, 
their firſt Line, more than once, but it was ſtill 
*{uccour'd, and animated again by three others. 
Had we been Men that would have run away, how 
could we have had Fifty one Officers kill'd or 
' wounded, tho' there were 23 of them abſent: And 
moſt of the reſt have had their Horſes kill'd under 
them, as well as the great number of the Gendarmes 
of whom | have already had the Honour to In- 
form you. 

Meſſieurs de Lainon, de Hautefort, de Magnac, and 
ſeveral others, may acquaint you, that we remain'd 
* with them till Ten of the Clock at Night, on the 
height of Hechſter ; that we drew out of the Caſtle 
* Monſieur de Suriaube, Monſieur de le Babme, and 
that we brought up the Rear of all as far as Ulm, 
After all this may not we hope, my Lord, that 
'you will be pleas'd to inform the King of the 
Truths I have the Honour to write to you, which 
are moſt certain; and that you will thereby give

© advice obliged me to march this Morring, before 
© break of day, with all the Cavalry, and four Battal- 
lions, and about 11 of the Clock our Vanguard up- 
© pearing in ſight of Tryers, the French quitted the 
© Fort, having thrown their Ammunition, and ſome 
© Corn, into the Me/elle. Our Dragoons purſu'd them 
to the Banks of the River, and took part of their 


© Baggage, and 10 or 12 Priſoners. They had no 


© ſooner paſs d the River, than they burnt the flying 
© Bridge, and, in all likelihood, would have done 
more damage, had they had time to do it. The 
* reſt of our Foot, with the Artillery, encamp'dlaſt 
Night at Nonweyler, and this day at Rengfelt, in ot- 
der to join us to morrow in the Afrernoon. I in- 
© tend to continue here four or five days to give the 
© neceſſary Orders, and from hence 
© towards Traerbach to do the like, and then I ſhall re. 


turn to the Camp near Landau, where I hope to 


find all things in a great forwardneſs, and the 
place in a readineſs to ſurrender.

This Day Captain Trevor, Commander of Her Na- 
jeſty's Ship the Triton, arrived here, being ſent 
Expreſs by Sir George Rooke from the Fleer, 

to give Her Majeſy an Account of the Victory 
obtained over the French Fleet, after the ſharpeſt 
Engagement that, 5 ever was ſcen. He 
brought Letters to his Royal Higbneſs, dated on 
Board the Royal Catherine, off of Cape Sr. 
Vincent, Aug. 27. O. S. 1704, which contains 
the following Account. 


8 ON the ↄth Inſtant returning from Watering our 


Ships on the Coaſt of Barbary to Gibraltar, 
with little Wind Eaſterly, our Scouts to the Wind- 
ward made the Signals of ſeeing the Enemy's Fleet, 
which, according to the Account they gave, conſiſt- 
ed of 66 Sail, and were about 10 Leagues te 
Windward of us: A Council of Flag Officers was 
call'd, wherein it was determined to lay to the 
Eaſtward of Gibraltar to receive and engage them; 
and our Fleet were ſtrengthened with 1000 Marines, 
which were in Garriſon at Gibraltar; but perceivi 
that Night, by the Report of their Signal Guns, 
that they wrought from us, we followed them 
in .the Morning with all the Sail we could 
make. 

On the 11th we forced one of the Enemy's Shi 
aſhore near Fingerole; the Crew quicred her, ler 
her on Fire, and ſhe blew up immediately.

The 23d, by break of Day, we weighed Anchor 
The Current, which there runs very ſtrong to the 
Eaſtward, had carried away the Enemy's Fleet in 
the Night, fo that we had loſt fight of them. We 
went away large in ſearch of them, and about 10 in 
the Morning our Headmoſt Ships gave a Signal that 
they made the Enemy's Fleet, which we ſaw ſoon 
after at a great diſtance to the Windward. We ſpent 
the reſt of that Day in preparing for the Engage- 
ment, and in making our Line, as well as the little 
Wind we had would it. 

The 24th, by break of Day, we diſcovered the 
Enemy about three Leagues a-Head of us, and bear- 
ing towards our Fleet. We were then about 10 or 
11 Leagues South of Malaga. Their Fleet conliſted 
of three Squadrons: That which bears the Whire 
Flag with a Red Croſs, was Commanded by Admi. 
ral Shovel; and was in their Van, The Second Squa- 
dron, which carry'd the Union Flag in their Main- 
Top, was Commanded by Admiral Rooke, and was 
plac'd in their Centre: And the Third, conſiſting. 
of all the Durch Ships, under Admiral Calemberg, 
as we are told, was in their Rear. We told Seven- 
ty four Sail, of which there were 56 that came in- 
tothe Line; and there were others ar a diſtance, 
which appear'd to be large Ships, that join'd them 
during the Fight ; ſo that, according to the Report 
of ſeveral Perſons, their Line conſiſted of 60 Sail;

our Line a-head of us, at ſome diſtance from their

her. He was afterwards fo diſabled in the hotteſt of 
the Engagement, that he was obliged to quit the 
Line, in order to refit ; as was alſo ſoon after the 
Chevalier de Grancey, whoſe Ship had received a- 
1 of Shot in her Hull, and was wholly difa- 
ed, 

The Fight was alſo very ſharp in the Rear; and 
they believe they ſaw, from on Board ſeveral Ships 
of that Diviſion, one of the Ships fink with which 
they were engaged. Monſieur de Rouvre, who was 
one of Monſieur de Langeron's Seconds, having at- 
ter two Hours Fight, received ſo many ſhot that the 
Water pour'd into his Ship, was 2 to go out 
of the Line to ſtop his Leaks. Monſieur de Roche- 
Alard the Elder, who with his Ship of 60 Guns enga- 
ged Admiral Shovell's of 90 Guns, was alſo oblig'd 
to quit the Line, his _ having received many 
Shot, and being totilly Diſabled ; the Chevalier 
d' Oſmont, and Monſieur de Poulett, who Command- 
ed but ſmall Ships, and were engaged with others 
which were much larger, were forced to follow his 1 
Example. We alſo ſaw many of the Enemy's Ships 
which retir'd out of the Battle, but we generally kept 
our Line; and upon the whole matter it was the E- 
nemy that defir'd to give over, and to bear off keep- 
ing the Wind as much as was poſſible. The Bailiff 
of Lorrain, who was one of our Admiral's Seconds, 
always kept his Poſt a-head of him, and did all rhar 
could be expected from a very Brave Man, until he 
was kill'd : and Monſieur Grandpre, who after his 
Death took upon him the Command of that Ship, 
miſt have that Juſtice done him to ſay, That

all that could be deſir' d. Monſieur de Relingue, our 
Admiral's other Second, who fought a- ſtern of him, 
did likewiſe anſwer all the Expectations that could 
be had from one who is known to be fo good an Of- 
ficer as he is; he had his Leg ſhot off 5 he had 
fought about two Hours; and Monſieur de Roche-4lard 
the Younger, who after this Accident commanded 
that Ship, did alſo mainrain his Poſt ſo well, made 
fo great a Fire, and did it with ſo much judgment, 
that there was no want of any thing whereby we 
might diſcover that Monſieur de Relingue was wound- 
ed. The Battle ended in the Van between Four and 
Five in the Afternoon; in the Centre at near Seven; 
and in the Rear the Enemy kept ſtill firing after Night 
was come on, but it was at ſuch a diſtance, that their 
Shot could hardly rea ch us. There cannot too much 
be ſaid in praiſe of the Officers of the Admiral's own 
Ship, and of the Guards de la Marine, who both 
ſhewed all the Valour and the Sedateneſs that could 
be defired. Should one attempt to ſay all that is to 
be ſaid in the Commendation of every Officer in the 
Fleer, there would never be an end of ir, all having 
behaved themſelves like Men of Courage and Reſo- 
lution. All that troubles us, is rhe great Number of 
braye Men we have loſt in this Occaſton ; but a Bat- 
tle like this, can never happen without the lols of a- 
bundance of gallant Men. 

We continued the Night after the Engagement 
within Cannon Shot of one another; all the Ships 
in our Fleet carried their Lanthorns out, but of the 
Enemy, the Flags only had any Lights a-board. 

The 25th. in the Morning, the Wind being chan- 
ged and chopped about to the Weſtward, the 'T'wo 
Flects formed each their Line a-new, having been 
put into Diſorder by the Currents, the Calm, and 
the Darkneſs of the Night. The Fleets were then a- 
bout a League aſunder, and in this Poſture ſteered 
along the Spaniſh Coaſt, each having occaſion to re- 

air their Defects; in the doing of which, all that 
Day was employed. It ſeemed to us, that the Ene- 
my were very willing to get inſenſibly to a farther 
Diſtance from us, and in effect they managed it ſo, 
as that when Night came on they were 3 Leagues 


from us. Then they turned their Heads eg

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the Barbary Coaſt; as for us, we ſtill continued our N 


Courſe towards the Coaſt of Spain till Midnight, and 
then tacked about towards the Coaſt of Barbary, in 
order to meet our diſabled Ships, which could not 
keep up with us, and to tha Windward of the Ene- 
my. By the means of having thus altered our Courſe, 
we found our ſelves next Morning pretty near one 
another, but the Wind came about again to the Eaſt, 
and then the Enemy being about 4 Leagues to Wind- 
ward of us, had a fair opportunity of renewing the 
Fight, if they had thought fit; but they did not ap- 
pear to have any Inclination to it. They kept us 
Company all Day, without approaching any nearer. 
In the Night, the Wind being ſtill at Eaſt, we kept

obſerve them, we have not yet been able to diſcover 
what Courſe they ſteered ; but if they went off to- 
wards the Streigbes, they have left us in Poſſeſſion of 
the Field of Battle, and do thereby conſeſs, That 
they do not deſire to have any more to do wich us, 
unleſs they have a greater Superiority. 

For our part we are returned to the ſame Valez 
Malaga, where they came upon us, and where we 
expect to hear from them, and deſign, in the mean 
time, to take in Water. I had forgot to mention, 
Thar about 3-a-Clock two Frigats advanced towards 
our Admiral, which were taken to be Fireſhips, thar 
were endeavouring to come up to us by the Favour 
of a very great Fire which Admiral Rooks, and his 
Second, made upon him, but they were rwo Bomb 
Ketches that fired ſeveral Bombs at him, as was ob- 
ſerv'd from the Frigats which we had on each Wing, 
ſor we could not ſo well diſcern it by reaſon of the 
great Fire. 

The Enemy had all the Advantages on their ſide 
that they could deſire, the Superiority in Number of 
Chips, the Wind of the King's Navy, which com:

An Abſtra of the Bill, Entituled, An Act for 
Preventing Occaſional Conformiry As it paſſed 
the Houſe of Commons, the Fourteenth Day of 
December, 1704. 


VV Hereas an Indulgence to Conſciences truly 
| ſcrupulous, is agreeable to the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, and particularly ro the Doctrine of the 
Church of England; and therefore an Act paſſed 
in the Firſt Year of the Reign of the late King 
William and Queen Mary, of Glorious Memory, En- 
tituled, An AR for eæempting their Majeſty's LOW, =" 
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ehe, difſenting from the Church of England, from 


the Penalties of certain Laws; which Act ought 
inviolably to be obſerved: Yer, foraſmuch as it is 
Enacted, by an Act made in the Thirteenth Year 
of the Keign of the late King Charles the Second, 
Entituled, An At for the Well Governing and Regu- 
lating of Corporations; and alſo by another Act made 
in the 25th Year of the Reign of the faid King Charles 
the Second, Entituled, An Act for preventing Dan- 
gers which may Lappen from Popiſh Recuſants; That 
the Perſons to be admitted into the Offices and 


Employments therein mentioned, ſhould receive 


the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper according to 
the Rites and Uſage of the Church of England, by 
which Acts it was manifeſtly intended, That ſuch 
Perſons ſhould be, and continue Conformable to the 
Church of England, as it is by Law eſtabliſhed

Provided alſo, And be it further Enacted, That 
every ſuch: Perſon ſo convicted, and afterwards 
Contorming in manner as aforeſaid, ſhall at the next 
Term after his Admiſſion into any ſuch Office or 
Employment, make Oath in Writing, in ſome one 
of Her Majeſty's Courts at Peſtminſter, in publick 
and open Court, or at the next Quarter Seſſions for 
that County or Place where he ſhall rehde, between 
the Hours of Nine and Twelve in the Forenoon, 
That he hath Conformed to the Church of England 
for the ſpace of one Year before ſuch his Admittion, 
without having been preſent at any Conventicle, 
Aſſembly or Meeting, as aforeſaid, and that he has 
received the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper at leaſt 
Three times in the Year; which Oath ſhall be 
there Enrolled and kept upon Record.

SIX 

Have receiv'd the favour of your Letter, in 
which you tell me ſtrange News indeed: For at- 
ter all the Noiſe that has been ſo long againſt the 
Tackers, inſomuch that 1 0 them thought 
their ſafeſt way was to deny it in their ſeveral Coun- 
tries; yet now they ſeem to take Heart again, and 
r. B——, who fo ſay is lately come down, under- 
takes to juſtify all that Proceeding. The Arguments 

he makes uſe of, you tell me, are theſe, 


is 
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In the firſt place, he ſays, The Practice of Occaſional 
Conformity is ſuch a ſcandalous Hypocriſy, as is no way to 


be excuſed upon any ' Pretence whatfoever, That it 2 


Condemn'd even by the better ſort of Diſfenters themſelves, 


That the employing Perſons of a different Religion from 


that eſtabliſp d by Law, has never been prattiſed by any 
wiſe Government, and is not allow'd even in Holland at 
this day. That the Sacramental Teſt was appointed by 
the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature, to preſerve the Eſtabliſh'd 
Church; which Church ſeems in as much Danger from 
the Diſſenters now, as it was from Papiſts then, That 
this Law being ſo neceſſary, and having been twice refuſed 
in the Houſe of Lords, the only way 10 have it paſs was 
#0 Tack it to a Money Bill. That it had been an Ancient 
Practice to Tack Bills that were for the Good of the SubjeRt 
to Money Bills; that while grievqus Taxes were laid upon 
the People for ſupport of the Crown, the Crown might in 
return paſs ſuch Laws as were for the Benefit of the People, 
That the great Neceſſity therg was for the Money Bills 
paſſing, was rather an Argument for, than 7 1 this 
Proceeding : For what Danger could there be that the 
Lords (who pretend to be ſuch great Patriots) ſhould ra- 
ther loſe the Neceſſary Supplies, than paſs an AR ſo re- 
quiſite for Preſervation of the Church 2 That, however, if 
they could ſuppoſe them ſo unreaſonable, the Matter was 


pet ſo bad; for it was but only Preroguing the Parlia- 


ment for a few days, and the Commons might bave paſs'd 
the Land Tax again without the Tack, 

To conſider theſe Arguments in their Order: 1 
ſhall very readily own, that a Man who thinks it 
unlawful to receive the Sacrament according to the 
Manner of the Church of England, and yet does it 
to qualify him for an Enployment, is no way to be 
Juſtify'd : And I ſhall grant further, that One who 
does go once to Church toqualiſy himſelf, and never 
goes afterwards, is to be Condemn'd ; whether his 
not going afterwards be upon a Scruple of Religion 
or for his having no Religion at all. But neither o 
theſe are chePerfons againſt whom this Bill is levell'd ; 
the Deſign of the Bill being againſt ſuch as do ſome- 
times go the Church, and do at other times reſort to 
ſeparate Congregations, 


Now 
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Now to judge how far this Practice may be law- 

ful, we mult confider the Reaſons the Difſenters 

— for the Separation from the Eſtabliſh'd 
urch. 


There are ſome ho pretend all Communion with 
the Church abſolutely unlawtul. 


There are ſome who do not object to Communion 
with the Church in general, bur ta ſome particular 
Parts of the Common-Prayer. 


There are others. who do net pretend there is any 
thing in the Eſtabliſh'd Way of Worſhip abſolutely 
{inful or unlawful ; but they think their own Wa) 
more pure and decent, and more according to God's 
Word, 

There are others, who do not carry the Matter 
quite ſo far as theſe ; but having been bred up in a 
Way of Worſhip, that has nothing unlawful in it, 
they think they ought not to leave their Friends en- 
_ unleſs there was ſomewhat ſinful ro make them 

o it. 

As to the Firſt Sort, they never Communicate 
with the Church; ſuch are the Quakers, and there- 
fore are not concern d in this Queſtion. 


As for the Second Sort, an Objection to a par- 
ticular Part of our Service, cannot juſtify Men for 
not Conforming to the Church, in thoſe Parts of 
our Service, to which they have no particular Ob- 


jection. 


And as to the two laſt Sorts, which are by much 
the moſt conſiderable, and comprehend the greateſt 
Part of the Independants and Presbyterians; I can- 
not ſee how thoſe Objections can juſtify them for 
never going to our Churches, tho* they may think 
themſelves juſtify'd by them tor going to their ſepa- 
rate Congregations alſo: 


That this was the Caſe of ſeveral of the Diſſen- 


ters, is very evident from their Practice. Dr. Bates, 


Mr. Baxter, and ſome others of the moſt Eminent 


Teachers 
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CLAYS?) Teachers among the Diſſenters, did, aſter the Reſto- 


ration, go conſtantly to the Pariſh Chhrches, ſtay'd 
all the Divine Service, receiy'd the Sacrament every 
Month; and did exhort and bring their Auditors to 
do the like, though, at the ſame time, they thought 
themſelves oblig'd to keep up their ſeparate Congre- 
gations too. And accordingly there are at this Day, 
in many Parts of England, ſeveral Congregations of 
Men, Women and Children, of ſuch, who neither 
by their Circumſtances, Sexes or Age, can have the 
leaſt Proſpect of any Office; who go ſometimes to 
the Eſtablith'd Church, ſtay all the Divine Service, 
receive the Sacrament ; and yet at other times re- 
fort to ſeparate Congregations. And how this, 
which has 8 3k ſo great a Step towards a Conſtant 
Conformity, and has prov'd ſo in very many Fami- 
lies of Condition, becomes, at preſent, ſo ſcandalous 
and hypocritical a Practice, I cannot for my Life 
imagine. 

Our Anceſtors had a very different Opinion of this 
Matter: The Papiſts did Communicate with our 
Church, in the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign ; and were fo far from being charg'd with Hy- 
dcr iſy by any of our Church Men for it, that all 
— 6h that could be, was given to them; 
and a Declaration againſt Tranſubſtantiation, which 
was the Liturgy in Edward the Sixth's Time, was, 
to avoid Offence, left out, and not put in again till 
the Reſtoration. The Pope, indeed; did not think 
it for his Intereſt to allow the Practice, and there- 
tore by a Bill forbad it, And yet | hope Mr. B——» 
will not pretend, the Differences berween the Diſſen- 
ders and us are greater, than between us and the Pa- 
pills; or that there is not as much Probability of 
zb ing the former join with us in one common In- 


S 
tereſt, as ever there was of the latter. | 


But this Praftice, Mr. B ſays, iz condemn'd by 
the better Sort of Diſſenters themſelven. | 


That this Practice {ould be condemn'd by the 
molt violent Part of the Diſſenters, I think there is 


no Reaſon to wonder at. Thoſe who _ 
5 : uad 
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ſuade their Auditors, that all Communion with the 
Church of England is abſolutely unlawful, muſt uſe 
their utmoſt Endeavours to keep their Auditors from 
looking into the Practice of that Church. There is 
ſomewhat ſo Devout, ſo Reverend, and fo Chriſtian, 
in our Forms of Worſhip, and oa ray. in that

of Adminiſtring the Sacrament, that the ſafeſt way 
to keep People from complying with them, is to 
keep them from knowing what rhey are. And 
there have been ſo many conſiderable Families, that 
by an occaſional Conformity at firſt, have been 
brought to a Conſtant Conformity at laſt; that it is 
no wonder, thoſe who are fo violent for a Separa- 
tion, ſhould be againſt thoſe Methods that have 
brought ſo many to an Union. But that Mr, B-——, 
who profeſſes himſelf fo zealous a Friend to our 
Church, ſhould call theſe the Better Sort of Diſſen- 
ters, who are the molt violent againſt it; and ſhould 
declare fo warmly againſt a Practice, by which the 
Church has gain'd fo many Proſelites already, and 
is ſo likely to gain the reſt, that, I confeſs, is to me a 
little Extraordinary, | 


But however ſome rigid Diſſenters may diſapprove 
the Practice of the Occaſional Conformiſts, I make 
no doubt but the moſt violent of them would be a- 
larm'd at any thing done againſt it ; or ever Imagine, 
that if the Law were once alter'd to the Prejudice of 
thoſe Diſſenters who approach ſo nearly to our 
Church, they might not ſoon expect a more ſevere 
Law againſt thoſe Diſſenters, who are ſo very diſtant 
from it. | 

Bur Mr. B- „you tell me, ſiys farther, That 
the employing Perſons of a different Religion from that 
eſtabliſh'd by Law, has never been prattis'd by any wiſe 
Government ; aud is not allow'd even in Holland at this 
Day.

But this Sacramental Teſt, Mr. B—— ſays, was 
*thought neceſſary ro preſerve the Eſtabliſh'd 
* Church ; which Church ſeems in as much Danger 
now from the Diſſenters, as it was then from the 
Papiſts. 

Every body knows the Circumſtances our Affairs 
were in, at the time when this Teſt Act was made. 
We had a Sovereign upon the Throne, who was ſuſ- 
peed to have a very ſtrong Inclination towards Po- 

ery; and who, if the Proofs publiſh'd after his 

eath by Authority may be believ'd, was then 
actually a Papiſt. His Brother, who had then the 
greateſt Share in the Adminiſtration, and who had the 
Fleet and Army in his own Hands, was a profeſs'd 
one. The Lord Treaſurer, who had the Diſpoſal 
of all the Publick Mony, was a Papiſt. The Per- 
ſons employ'd in publick Truſt, were ſuch as were 
likely to purſue the Methods preſcrib'd them by theſe, 
Secrer Treaties were made with the French King; 
great Sums of Money receiy'd trom him ; and his 
Ambaſſador was at the Head of our Affairs in Eng- 
land. In fine, there appear'd, upon all Occaſions, 
an evident Diſpoſition at Court to introduce Popery, 
and deſtroy the Liberty of the Subject; and there 
was a potent Foreign Princeready art all times, to en- 
gage in any Enterprize againſt the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and the Civil Rightsof all Europe, 


But is there any Danger like this from the Diſſen- 


ters at preſent ? Has ever the moſt malicious Enemy 


but once ſuſpected her Majeſty of any Deſigns a- 
gainſt the Church of England? ls there any Man 
employ'd in any Office under Her, who has ever 
been fad to be a Diſſenter? Have the Diſſenters 
ſhown any Inclinations to invade the Church ? 


Are they not firmly united with her in the fame 
com- 
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common Intereſt ? Or if there were not, Have they 


any Foreign Prince, either willing, or able to ſup. 
port them, in any Attempt againſt her? 


Thus far I have conſider'd the Reaſons that are 
given for the Occaſional Bill it ſelf; and I muſt free- 
ly confeſs I can ſee none that can ſatisfie me of the 
Neceſſity of it. I think the Practice of Occaſional 
Conformity, as us'd by Diſſenters, ſo far from de- 
ſerving the Title of a vile Hy pocriſie, that I think 
it the Duty of all moderate Diſſenters, upon their 
own Principles to do ir. I think, that however it 
may be diſapprov'd by ſome rigid Diflenters, it 
ought to be encourag'd by all good Church Men, 
as a likely means to bring them over. The em- 

loying Perſons of a different Religion from the 
ERabliſh'd, has been practis'd in all Countries where 
Liberty of Conſcience has been allow'd : That we 
have gone farther already in excluding Diſſenters, 
than any. other Country has done : That whatever 
Reaſons there were to apprehend our Religion in 
Danger from the Papiſts, when the Teſt Act was 
made, yet there does not ſeem the leaſt Danger co it 
from the Diſſenters now. 


But on the other hand, I can ſee very plain Incon- 
veniences from this Bill at preſent. As it was brought 
in this laſt time, indeed, they have added a Pream- 
ble, that tho? it was put in the Firſt Edition of the 
Bill, was left out in the Second, viz. That the Act 
for Toleration ſhould be always kept inviolable, But the 
Toleration Act being to take away all the Penaltics 


that a Man might incur by going to a Separate Con-

enalties upon thoſe that do it; how they can ſay 
that this is not in it ſelf a Violation of the oncgen 
cannot very eaſily comprehend.

But in the preſent Cafe, whatever Mony was 
ask'd by the Queen, or granted by the Commons, 
was not for the private Support of the Crown, but 
tor the general Neceility of the People. So far is 
Her Majeſty from getting one Farthing by theſe 
Taxes, that it is very well known She has every 
Year, of Her own accord, contributed very largely 
out of Her own Private Revenue towards the War. 
They are given to carry on a War that is abſolutely 
neceſſary for ſupporting the Rights and Liberties of 
Europe, which hace been ſo notoriouſly Invaded by 
the French King, and to keep our a Pretender to our 
own Crown, who is bred up in the Religion and 
Principles of that Prince, and, I hope, no Man ever 
has, or ever will be thought fit to repreſent his Coun: 
try in Parliament, who does not think this War ne- 
ceſſary tor the Intereſt of every Subject ot England, 
as well as of Her Majeſty. | 


In the Second Place, this Bill is fo far from being 
thought for the good of the Nation by both Houſes 
of Parliament, that one Houſe had before, in TWO 
fucceilive Seſſions, thought fit to reject it. 


In the Third Place, it both Houſes had agreed to 
it, there is no Reaſon to conclude Her Majeſty 
would have refus'd the Royal Aſſent, in which 
Caſe only this way of Tacking had ever been u— 
led, 0 
But tho' chis way of T acking had been ſometimes 
practis'd, yet it js ſo far from being allow'd the 
Right ot the Commons to do it. that the Lords have

manner of Proceeding. And when the Houſe of 
Commons carry*d this pretended Right ſo far, as to 
offer at Tacking Clauſes to Mony Bills, which the 
Lords did not think fo reaſonable to be paſs d, (tho 
they never went ſo far as to Tack any thing the 
Lords had rejected before) the Lords, to preſerve 
the Conſtitution, and that there might be a laſting 
Caution againſt all fuch Attempts, to ingroſs the 
whole Legiſlature to the Houſe of Commons ar a 
time when there was no ſuch Matter depending be- 
tween the Two Houſes, caus'd a Solemn Declarati- 
on to be enter'd upon their Book, and which was 
ſign'd by the greateſt part of them, that they would 
never after that time paſs a Mony Bill with any 
Clanfes that were Foreign to the Subject of the Bill. 
And after ſuch a Declaration fo publickly made, en- 
ter'd and ſign'd, the Commons could have no De- 
fign in Tacking ſuch Clauſes, but only to have the 
Bill miſcarry. 


© But Mr. B-— ſays, That the great Neceſſt- 
ty there was for the Land-Tax's paſſing, was ra- 
ther an Argument for, than againſt this Proceed- 
ing. For what Danger could there be, that the 
Lords (who pretend to be ſuch great Patriots) 
* ſhould rather loſè the neceſſary Supplies, than 
* paſs a Bill ſo requiſite for Preſervation of the 
* Church, 


How far this Bill had been for Preſervation of the 
Church, I have conſidered already. And as for the 
Lords being ſuch great Patriots, I with ſome Mem- 
bers of the Houſe of Commons have not given 
their Electors too much Caule to think the Lords 
better Patriots than their own Reprefentatives. But

The Houſe of Lords is an undoubted Part of the 
Legiſlature, This Houſe, upon Solemn Debates be-

them into paſſing this Bill, by this Method, they 


' mult never have pretended to have rejected any 


Bill more. We fee by a Thouſand Inſtinces, that 
ſuch a Right once given up is never to be retriev'd, 
And then they had not only parted with their Right 
of Debating for ever, but they had by that broken 
the Engliſh Conſtitution,” and overthrown thoſe Fun- 
damental Rights of Legiſlature by which this King- 
dom has flouriſh'd fo long. 


In the Second Place, they had fix'd an indelible 
Mark of Infamy upon their own Perſons, if they 
had ſuffer d themſelves to be forc'd into the do- 
ing a thing, that upon a Solemn Deliberation

lam very ſorry to ſee Gentlemen purſue a bad 
Cauſe, till they are reduc'd to ſuch wretched Eva- 
fions as theſe. Tho' I think there were no fort 
of Reaſon for Tacking this Bill, yer, if it had been 
once Tack'd, there might have been ſeveral Rea- 
ſons for not receding from it. How little Pretence 
ſoever there may be for the Commons Rights of 
Tacking, yet | Ss are ſeveral worthy Members, 
who would not have car'd to have given thoſe 


Pretences entirely up; which muſt have been the 


Caſe, it they had departed from the Tack, after ha- 
ving once inſiſted upon it.

This 
Town was thought fo conſiderable by the Spaniards, 
that they had exerted their utmoſt Force againſt ir. 
What a Damp the Loſs of that had put upon our Af. 
1! Furs, one may eaſily gueſs by the Endeavours of the 
Enemy to regain it? And yet che Loſs of that muſt 
have been the neceſſary Conſequence of any Stop in 
our Supplies at Home. | | 


The Succeſs of the Confederate Forces had been 
lo great in Bavaria, that they had agreed to deliver 
up all their Garriſons to them: But what likelihood 
was there of their performing that Agreement, if 
they had a Proſpect of a ſudden Succour from pe 
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Or how ſhould our Army have ſupported themſelves LW 


without any hopes of Supplies from hence. 


All the Contederates were then in Conſultation 
how to carry on the War the next Year; and what 
Influence ſuch a M:fcarriage here would have had 
2 all their Proceedings, I almoſt tremble to 
think. 


The French King found ſuch Difficulties in railing 
Supplies for the enfuing Campaign, that he was in a 
manner obliged to declare himſelf Bankrupr. But 
ſuch an Encouragement trom hence as the Tack had 
been, would have fer his Matters right again, and 
one ſuch Vote from our Parliament had made him 
ſufficient Amends tor all the Prejudice our Armies 
had done him, | 


I cannot conclude this Paper better, than with the 
Words of Her Majeſty's moſt Gracious Speech to the 
Parliament at parting. 


We have, by the Bleſſing of Sod, a fair 
Proſpect of this Great and Deſirable 
Eu (of a laſting Peace and Securi- 
ty) if we do not diſappoint it by our 
own Unreaſonable Humours and Animo- 
faty, the Fatal Effetts of which we have 
Jo narrowly eſcap d in this Seſſion, that 
it ought to be a ſufficient Warning a- 
gainſt any Dangereus Experiment for the 
fature.
